Crowd Becomes Restless. 

Following a day of perfect control 
the crowd became restiess as the hour

The filibus- 
ters injected a bit of humor Into the 
house by inserting funny stories and 
speeches into their three-minute talks 
explaining their votes. 

It was at the close of the roll call 
during which a great deal of levity haa 
been indulged {fn by the filfbusters that 
Mr. Wright made his first explanatory 
speech. 

He said: “I feel deeply the 
tion this day, as must every member of 
this house.

As he concluded, the pent up feelings 
of the gallery broke loose and a mighty 
and concerted shout went up from that 
body. It was caught up by the members 
of the house on the floor of that body 
and sent back to the ceiling. 

The speaker rapped sharply for order 
and declared, “The doorkeepers’. will 
clear the gallery.”’ 

As he did this Mr. Wright, of Floyd, 
who was still standing, turned to the 
gallery and, waving his arms above his 
head and at thet body of maddened men 
and women, shouted, “The time has 
come—"’ but the rest of his sentence 
was jost in the second crash of cheers, 
slamming of desks and pounding of the 
gavel upon the desk. 

The gallery was sullen and did not 
want to move. The men and women sat 
still and hisses began to pour forth. 

The speaker rapped again for order 
‘and shouted, “The sergeant-at-arms will 
go into the gallery and arrest all who 
refuse to leave the hall, and bring them 
to the bar of the house for punishment.”’ 

Sti the gallery cheered, and it was 
at this time that Mr. Hines, of Baldwin, 
charged Mr. Wright, of Floyd, with 
being the cause of the riotous scenes 
enacted.

“Finally, a speech was made py a 
liquor man that was full of the cheap- 
est and lowest buffoonery. Quite a 
demonstration went on from the liquor 
forces all oyer the house during the 
speech. 

“The women were urteously re- 
ferred to during the e'i!.2* speech, and 
many of the men in 7 > }.-tusé@ were seen 
to be controlling wilh difficuity their 
indignation. | 

“At the close of the speech Seab 
Wright arose, and in his own eloquent} 
way pleaded with the prohibitionists to! 
treat the entire matter seriously as in' 
sight of Almighty God. 

“When he had about concluded a 
storm burst forth. There was no pre- 
venting it—no helping it. The speaker 
had complimented the gallerfes for their 
control—but incensed beyond measure 
they burst forth fn a perfect fury. It 
was an uprising of the people. 

“Immediately the speaker ordered the 
galleries cleared. We left at once But 
when I rose I covld not help shouting: 

"Yes, we will leave, but if we do 
not get this legislation at once there 
will be an uprising of the people. The 
whole state fis aroused, and the tit 
for foolishness has passed.’ 

Timed the Speakers. 

Mrs. Armour also called attention to 
the fact that the prohibitionists in the 
gallery were keeping time on the speak- 
ers. She said: 

“A number of us kept time on each 
speaker. The speaker of the house was 
thought to be a fair man, though on the 
liquor side. But while a man has the 
right to only three minutes in which to 
explain his vote, Mr. Slaton allowed 
them to take five to ten minutes. He 
alao allowed them to talk on irrelevant 
subjects simply to kill the time.

NO RECOMMENDATION MADE

Mayor Joyner Makes Appeal for 
Immediate Action, and He Fa- 
vored Holly Pump—Council- 
man Martin’s Vote Caused 
Tie on Holly Pump. 


By a tie vote of six to six the water 
board and the special council commit- 
te@ yesterday failed to agree upon what 
kind of pump to buy and it was decided 
to let the matter go before council] in 
that shape. The final tie vote was taken 
on a motion by Mayor Joyner, who of- 
fered a resolution to purchase the Hoily 
vertical pump. 

On the motion made by Alderman Quil- 
lian to purchasé the centrifugal pump, 
Councilman Martin, who is the father- 
in-law of George F. Hurt, the bidder on 
the centrifugal pump, refrained from 
voting because of his relationship. He 
voted on a motion to call off all bids 
off and to ask for new bids, and when 
it came to the last vote on the pump he 
decided to again vote and this made 
the tie. 

The matter will go before eounci] to- 
morrow afternoon when council con- 


venes to act on the completion of the 


new reservoir. 

George F. Hurt, of the Southern Hy- 
draulic Engine Company, who bid on 
the centrifugal pump, spoke before the 
joint meeting urging the acceptance of 
his pump. He went over the same fig- 
ures that he had presented before.

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SOME CAPITOL SCENES DURING YESTERDAY'S GREAT FIGHT 


LEADER FOR. THE 


Some of Cartoonist Gregg’s Impressions After a Few Hours Spent Watching the State Solons. 
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HALL AND WRIGHT FIGHT 
ON FLOOR OF THE HOUSE 
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Personal Encounter Between Prominent Legislators 
Causes the Adjournment of the House 
Until 9 O'Clock This Morning. 


FIST FIGHT between Mr. Hall, of 
A Bibb, and Mr. Wright, of Floyd, 
on the floor of the house of rep- 
resentatives, last night at 10:45 o'clock, 
following the statement of Mr. Wright 
that the ‘gentleman from Bibb is a liar,” 
turned the house into bedlam, which the 
city police reserves were called out to 
quell, 
Immediately upon restoration of order 
the house, by unanimous consent, ad- 
1] fourteen- 


hour session, to meet again this 
ing at 9 o'clock. 

The scenes which were enacted on the 
floor of the house during the last hour 
of the session have been declared by the 
oldest legislators to have been the most 
disgraceful ever witnessed in the state 
capitol. For twenty minutes the capitol 
resounded with the howls and cries of 
the crowd, which thronged the corridors 
and overran the capitol square, following 
the

the clearance of house’ galleries. 


Mr. Hall had refrained from participat- 
ing in the filibustering all day and had 
voted with the prohibitionists. 

It is believed that serious trouble 
wotld have resulted between the friends 
of the two belligerants had not the po- 
lice put in their appearance when they 
did. 

Bach of the members was surrounded 
by a coterie of friends, and while both 
gave statements to the press, neither 
expressed regret at his action, nor were 
apologies exchanged. \ 

The fight followed the speech by Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd, in which he hitterly 
attacked the rulings of the speaker: 
from whose decision he had previously 
appealed during the earlier hours of the 
evening, and whose acts he had charac- 
terized as those of a child. His speech 
worked the gallery up to such a pitch 
that disorder broke out andthe Speaker 
ordered the galleries cleared. 

Hall of Bibb Talks. 

As soon as quiet was restored, Mr. 
Hall, of Bibb, addressed the chair and 
said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I rise to that highest 
privilege extended by the house—that of 
personal privilege. We are tonight fn 
the midst of anarchy. What surprises 
me beyond measure is that those people 
| who 4hrough courtesy came here. to oc- 


fcupy the galleries in the name of tem- 
perance, religion and the home should 


have enacted such a scene here tonight 
as has never before been seen in this 
hall of ‘the house of representatives. 
Listen at their conduct now. (From 
Without could be heard the hisses, 
shouts and cries of the excluded occu- 
pants of the gallery.) Isn’t their con- 
duct enough to cause us to pause and 
consider tis question thoughtfully?

BEFORE HOUSE ADJOURNED. 

With one hundred and forty members 
of the house admittedly in favor of the 
Hardman bill, the forty opponents ma- 
neuvered so skillfully as to prevent any 
action. Every method of filibustering 
known to parliamentarians was brought 
into action, the game was well played, 
the various players all read their hands 
well, and there was such concert of ac- 
tion as is seldom seen in a legislative 
movement. 

During the day there were nine roll 
calls on motions which in themselves 
meart absolutely nothing to either the 
advocates or opponents of the bill. Their 
only value was in thefr ability to con- 
sume time and the fuct that roti cails 
coulud be ordered on them.

The antis had thoped that with the 
close of today’s siege, consideration of 
the prohibition bill would go ever until 
next Wednesday, as Wednesday is the 
regular day for the consideration of sen- 
Ate bills for the third reading, but the 
maneuver of the prohis following the 
Wiitley motion defeated this, and it now 
seems that the fight will resolve itself 
into an endurance test.

HAD STUDIED MOVES 
IN HALL FILIBUSTER. 

The filibuster was the result of care- 
fully laid plans, which were made at 
@he caucus of the anti-prohibittonists held 
in the convention hal] of the Piedmont 
hotel] Tuesday night, and which were 
followed out to the letter during the 
continuous session of the house. 

In order that there might be no slip 
the leaders of the anti-prohibitionists 
went through the house journal to se- 
cure the points made by Joe Hill Hall, 
of Bibb county, when, for forty days, 
_he-led a bund of filibusters and defeated 
the effort of the majority of the house 
to pass the famous depot Déil. 

These points were copied and type 
written copies of each, with each move 
carefully mapped out, were distributed 
among the filibusterers, and what seem- 
eg to the uninitiated to be happy, go 
luck parliamentary tactics was nothing 
more or less than the carefully executed 
plans of a little band of strategic 
eolons. 


CITY COURT OF HARRIS 
LEAPS INTO SUDDEN 

That harmless little jocal bill to 
peal an act establishing the city court 
of Hamilton, in Harris county,’ was 
taken up by Mr. Hines, of Baldwin, as 
the first move to delay the reading of 
the bill.

New York, July 24.—R. B. Glenn, gov- 
ernor of North Carolina, in a telegram 
to several newSpapers here gives his 
Views on the clash between the federal] 
and state courts regarding the rate law 
adopted by the state of North Carolina, 
He says: 

“Our state contends that its rate law 
is constitutional; that it is not confisea- 
tory of the property of the railroads and 
that penalifes and indictments against 
persons violating the law are just and 
right. The federaj court, without find- 
ing that the act was unconstitutional 
and rate confiscatory, has attempted to 
Stop all proceedings whatsoéver in the 
state courts, even to stopping indict- 
ments therein made. Our courts, having 
jurisdiction, we contend, have a right to 
proceed to final judgment and that if 
aggrieved, the defendants can only ap- 
peal through our supreme court to the 
supreme court of the United. States. This 
is the orderly method the railroads de- 
sire to enjoin us from pursuing and 
take all cases into the federal court.”

“These objections may be overcome by 
argument and fair discussion, but they 
now exist in my mind and caused me 
to vote against favorable action. I do 
mot forget that this is a party measure 
backed by the indorsement of an ap- 
parently popular vote and by a strong 
party convention. 


“But this strong backing can hardly 


bind in matters of conscience. The sanc- | 


tity of an oath stands above party and 
platforms. I am simply a modest, but 
earnest seeker after truth, desiring to 
find the right way and follow it. I trust 
the bill will yet be fully discussed in 
committee and am glad it was recom- 
mitted.’’

BEASLEY, the young white 
B convict who was fatally shot 

Tuesday while trying to escape 
from the convict camp of the Palmer 
Brick Company, on Marietta street, was

Her last 
appearance here was nearly a year ago, 
at which time she told the prison com- 
mission she had walked back and forth 
between her home and Atlanta a num-

The homicide for which Beasley was 
sentenced was committed by himself 
and his brother, John Beasley, and both 
were given tWenty years f(r voluntary 
manslaughter. John Heasley escaped 
about two years ago and has not since 
been heard from. The mother endeavor- 
ed to convince the commission that it 
was the son who escaped who commit- 
ted the crime and that Ben was innv- 
cent. The evidence, however, made out 
a pretty clear case to the contrary.

Southern Pacific Upto $0 1-2 
During Session 


Rumor of Increase in Dividend Rate 


the Cause— Aecounts in Other 
Stocks Sold to Secure Re- 
sveurces to Pat Into South- 
ern Pacific. 


New York, July 24.—The action of 
Southern Pacific today, which rose to 
90%, was regarded as strongly confirma- 
tory of the conviction that. an increase 
in the dividend rate is~imminent. No 
official information on the plans of the 
directors could be secured beyond the 
information that the directors would 
be in session tomorrow, the executive 
committee not until later. This informa- 
tion was considered to indicate that a 
period of speculative activity in South- 
ern Pacific would almost certainly in- 
tervene before dividend action shall be 
announced. The’ professional traders 
followed the movement on this supposi- 
tion very ind@ustriously. Some of the 
rumors used with effect regarding the 
Probable dividend action were not con- 
tent with asserting the intention to 
raise the rate to 6 per cent, but in- 
sisted on a coming 7 per, cent rate. The 
Official estimate publisned last week 
showed a balance of $53,757,186 after 
the allowance for the dividend on the 
present outstanding preferred stock. 
This is equivalent to about [2 per cent 
on the common stock of the company. 
The $36,000,000 of preferred stock, now 
in process of payment, does not yet 
draw dividends, the requirements for 
which would be $2,500,000 each year. It 
will be seen that either the 6 or 7 per 
cent dividend would leave a large mar- 
gin of surplus in the present rate of 
earnings. The weight of opinion in the 
trading element today was in favor of 
the 6 per cent rate.

Rumor That Spain Had Suspended 
the Duty on Wheat Had Effect. 
September Delivery Closed 
About Half a Cent 
Higher. 


Chicago, July 24.—Excessive rains in 
the southwest and lack of it in Manitoba 
had a strengthening effect today on the 
Wheat market, the September delivery 
closing at a net gain of 44c. Corn was 
up %@tec. Oats were ‘%c higher. Pro- 
visions were 5c lower to 5c higher. In 
addition to the unfavorable weather for 
the crop in the winter wheat section 
and in paris of Canada, the wheat mar- 
ket was bullishly affected by a rumor 
that Spain had suspended the duty on 
Wheat. Small primary receipts and light 
country acceptances also increased the 
demand in the local market. With the 
exception of a heavy tone during the 
first few minutes of trading, due to 
lower cables and a generally favorable 
weather in the northwest, the market 
was strong all day. Prices reacted 
Slightly in the last half hour, but the 
close was strong. September opened % 
to %c lower, at 91 to 9l%c, advanced to 
92%c and closed at 92%c. Clearances of 
wheat and flour were equal to 258,600 
bushels. Primary receipts were 602,000, 
against 1,509,000 bushels, on the same 
day last year. Minneapolfs, Duluth and 
Chicago reported receipts. of 301 cars, 
against 266 last week and 635 a year 
ago. 

The corn market was strong al] day 
on buying by commission houses and ele- 
vator interests. The chief bullish factor 
was the lowa state crop bulletin for the 
week ending July 22, which said that 
the corn crop of that state has suffered 
a heavy loss of acreage by floods and 
by abandonment to weeds.
